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MAN IS DEAD AFTER 
LATE-NIGHT ATTACK 


Murder probe launched after Pole, 40, set upon in the street dies

A POLISH man has died after 
being attacked at The Stow, Har¬ 
low, on Saturday night. 

A murder investigation was 
launched after Arkadiusz Jozwik, 
a 40-year-old uncle who lived in 
Harlow, died from his injuries on 
Monday. 

Arek, as the man was known, 
was one of two men attacked 
outside TGF Pizza around 
11.30pm. 

A worker at the takeaway, who 
did not wish to be named, said Mr 
Jozwik and two Polish friends had 
ordered pizza an hour and a half 
before the attack. 

Blood 

He said: “I went out to him. He 
was lying on the ground in a 
really bad way. 

“There was blood coming from 
his ear. 

“I would have advised them to 
sit and eat it inside but I thought 
maybe they were going home.” 

The man added that gangs of 
teenagers have been problematic 
in the area and that at one stage 
workers had pulled one of the 
victims inside the shop to help 
him escape the mob. 

Arek was taken to Princess 
Alexandra Hospital with head 
injuries and was transferred to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital where he 
died on Monday evening. 

The second victim, a 43-year-old 
man from Harlow who has not 
been named, was taken to the 
same hospital with suspected 
fractures to his hands and bruis¬ 
ing to his stomach but has been 
discharged.

Essex Police launched a 
murder investigation after Mr 
Jozwik died. Five boys aged 15 
and one aged 16 have been arres¬ 
ted on suspicion of murder and all 
have been bailed. 

Detective Inspector A1 Pitcher 
from Essex Police said: “Follow¬ 
ing this vicious attack, a man has 
sadly lost his life and I urge

Huge challenges ahead says plan boss 


THE NHS in Hertfordshire and West Essex faces huge 
challenges, according to a senior executive. 

Tim Cahill, who is taking the lead for the region’s 
sustainability and transformation plan (STP), said a 
draft proposal would be published in the autumn. 

He added: “To ensure that we have a local NHS fit 
for the future that delivers high quality health and 
care for residents in Hertfordshire and West Essex, 
we need to work together to use our NHS resources 
wisely. 

“There are huge challenges ahead, for example we 


know that some of our hospitals are in need of 
investment and improvement. 

“We are working with local health and care 
professionals and councils to discuss how we can 
ensure people get health and care treatment in a place 
and at a time that is right for them. 

“This means more preventative care, and bringing 
care out of hospitals and closer to home.” 

He also pledged that the trust would work with the 
local population to ensure the STP fits the needs of 
people living in the region.

A NEW hospital in Harlow to replace 
under-pressure Princess Alexandra 
Hospital is “not sustainable” accord¬ 
ing to NHS bosses. 

It has been revealed that trusts 
across Hertfordshire and West Essex - 
including the Princess Alexandra 
Hospital NHS Trust in Harlow - face a 
deficit of £411m. 

At a recent NHS board meeting, a 
draft sustainability and transform¬ 
ation plan (STP), which sets out ways 
to combat this deficit, was presented. 

The blueprint suggests that while a 
new hospital is needed to reduce the 
strain on PAH, a “standalone hospital 
is not sustainable”. 

It suggests that the solution could 
be to work more closely with other 
trusts or the private sector. 

An investigation by campaign 
group 38 Degrees has found STPs are 
being drawn up in 44 areas of England, 
but no consultations have taken 
place. 

Secretive 

Laura Townshend, a director at the 
organisation, criticised the secretive 
nature of the plans. 

She said: “The NHS belongs to all of 
us - so local people in Hertfordshire 
and West Essex should get a say in any 
changes to their local services. 

“That’s why hundreds of thousands 
of us have joined the 38 Degrees cam¬ 
paign calling for Health Secretary 
Jeremy Hunt to commit to full public 
disclosure of plans for each and every 
one of the 44 areas across England.” 

She added: “We all rely on these 
services, yet we are being kept in the 
dark. 

“This investigation - funded by 
individual 38 Degrees members 
across England - shows that the NHS 
is dangerously underfunded. 

“These proposed cuts aren’t the fault 
of local NHS leaders. The health ser¬ 
vice is struggling to cope with growing 
black holes in NHS funding.” 

The Care Quality Commission 
(CQC) determined the Princess Alex¬ 
andra Hospital “required improve¬ 


ment” earlier this year, but the plan 
reveals it would cost £170m to make it 
fit for purpose. 

In addition, there are plans to save 


£27m through “reduced activity” in 
West Essex. 

The draft plan was presented at a 
board meeting of the West Herts NHS 


Trust in May this year.

Mental health services 
given £800,000 boost 


MENTAL health services in Har¬ 
low are set to benefit from a share 
of a multi-million pound invest¬ 
ment. 

The Government has been 
under pressure to stop the prac¬ 
tice of putting people suffering a 
mental health crisis into a police 
cell when they have not commit¬ 
ted a crime. 

As part of a £15m national fund 
from the Department of Health, 
North and South Essex Partnership 
University NHS Trusts (NSEPUNT) 
received £819,000 to upgrade health- 
based places of safety 

Jeremy Hunt, health secretary, 
said: “This Government is com¬ 
mitted to ending the scandal of 
people in crisis being locked up in 
police cells. 

“When a person is experiencing 
a mental health crisis they need 
the right care, in the right place 
and at the right time. 

“We are fully committed to 
improving mental health services 
across the country and these pro¬ 


jects will help support people at a 
crucial time.” 

After a successful bid to receive 
a share of funding, Harlow will 
benefit alongside four other Essex 
locations, Basildon, Chelmsford, 
Colchester and Rochford. 

In 2014/15 police cells were used 
as a place of safety in Essex on 155 
occasions, including five times 
when someone aged under 18 was 
detained in custody. 

NSEPUNT will now choose how 
to spend the money. Options 
include: making refurbishments 
to places of safety to increase 
capacity; building new places of 
safety; making existing places 
suitable for people aged under 18; 
and creating a crisis centre. 

Amber Rudd, home secretary, 
added: “We have seen good pro¬ 
gress on our manifesto commit¬ 
ment to reduce the use of cells, 
with numbers dropping by 32 per 
cent across England and Wales in 
just one year. 

“But there is still more to do.”

THE brother of a man who died in an 
attack in Harlow has paid tribute to a 
loving family man. 

Father-of-two Radek Jozwik, 36, vis¬ 
ited The Stow where his sibling Arka- 
diusz, 40, was assaulted on Saturday 
night and died from his injuries on 
Monday. 

Radek said: “He was standing eat¬ 
ing pizza. He does not speak much 
English.” 

Radek was joined at The Stow by his 
wife Sylwi and said his mother is strug¬ 
gling to come to terms with the loss. 

He said: “My mum came back from 
holiday and did not know what had 
happened. 

“We had to meet her at Stansted 
Airport and tell her and then take her 
straight to the hospital. She is really 
struggling.” 

Radek invited his brother, known 
as Arek, to live in the UK and the 
younger sibling has now lived in Har¬ 
low for 12 years. 

He said: “We will not leave because 
of this. I have two children and we 
have British passports. This is my 
home.” 

He added: “Arek loved coming to my 
home and playing with my children. 

“We had seen him at 6pm on Sat¬ 
urday night and he was happy. He had 
been painting a room and was in good 
spirits. 

“The next day he was going to come 
to our home and we were going to sit 
outside and have dinner, the kids 
would be playing in the garden and 
now this has happened. 

“He always cared about my kids - 
he was a good uncle to them. He would 
play football with my son.” 

Mourners placed candles and 
flowers by a bench at The Stow while 
pressure group Harlow Stand Up To 
Racism held a vigil last night. 

Members of the Polish community 
are planning a march of silence on 
Saturday at The Stow while Polish 
food shop U Polaka has a flag which 
has been signed in tribute to Mr 
Jozwik. 

Harlow MP Robert Halfon said: “I 
am deeply saddened at the tragic 
death. I give my heartfelt sympathy to 
the whole of Harlows wonderful Pol¬ 
ish community.” 


■ From front page 
anyone with information to contact 
us as soon as possible.” 

Police promised extra patrols in the 
area and put in place a 48-hour dis¬ 
persal order for The Stow after a 
number of reports of anti-social 
behaviour. 

Mr Jozwik moved to the UK in 2012 
to join his mother and brother Radek. 
He worked at the sausage factory 
Riverway Foods LTD in River Way, 
Harlow. 

An off-licence owner in The Stow, 


who did not wish to be named, said: 
“There have been attacks in the past. 

“There is a gang of the teens that 
hang around. It’s made the area a no- 
go zone at night for locals as they are 
fearful of what will happen if they go 
out just to get a pint of milk.” 

Weed 

A cafe worker added: “Teens sit 
outside here smoking weed and they 
don’t seem to care. They kick footballs 
at our window during the day and get 
abusive when we tell them off.” 


However, other residents were sur¬ 
prised to hear of the incident. 

Eddie Burchmore, 73, from Black- 
bush Spring, Harlow, said: “It’s most 
unusual, it’s a quiet area. There was 
some trouble a while back involving a 
woman.” 

Marcus Hendricks, 82, added: 
“There was a lots of police and a big 
tent up. People are saying there had 
been a stabbing. 

“I was a newsagent at The Stow for 
years and I don’t see this problem 
getting any better.”

Your anonymous correspondent (Star, 
August 25) is right to point out the poor 
state of our green spaces and woodland. 
The shame that the volunteer guides 
from F of HSC & GG endure in the town 
centre extends town wide as we seek to 
impress visitors to Harlow. 

However, hiding behind the cloak of 
anonymity when criticising skilled 
workers doing their best is unfair to say 
the least. 

Finally, can I just add my thoughts 
regarding the despoiling of Latton 
Common. At the time of writing the 
thousands of cubic metres of imported 
soil are still in place on the common. 
Did Harlow Council consider the 
possibility that this imported material 
- origins unknown - might contain 
alien plant life? Alien to our historic 
common, that is? Did the council 
consult suitably qualified ecologists on 
this point? 

Why did they spend so much of our 
scarce resources on transporting fill 
across Harlow when the native soil of 
the common could have been 
satisfactorily engineered to achieve the 
desired purposes as it did formerly? 

What do the laws governing the care 
of historic common land have to say 
about this? 

There has to be legal protection 
against such cavalier behaviour. I have 
to say that whilst secrecy surrounds 
this affair, mistrust and cynicism will 
flourish.

More new towns 
should be built 

Sir, Whilst we may all complain about 
this and that about the town, we must 
all recognise what a phenomenal 
success the building of the 14, or more, 
New Towns after WW2 has been.

Successive governments have utterly 
failed to build private and public 
housing and ironically sucked up to the 
baby boomers born at the end of the 
War (who more than most probably 
benefitted from post-war building) and 
the landed gentry by a neglect that has 
protected and vastly boosted property 
prices. 

Add to this a succession of 
governments who, whilst preaching 
about the evil of going into debt, have 
dumped debts of between £9,000 to 
£60,000 on every young person going to 
college or university. 

One suspected at the time this was 
originally to artificially and cynically 
hide numbers from unemployment 
figures and has resulted in millions 
being mislead onto university courses 
that do not lead to jobs. 

These young people have become the 
victims of poor governments and 
landlords demanding ridiculous rents, 
they are the renter and hidden 
homeless, staying at home with parents 
or on couches with friends, generation. 

This is a national disgrace. 

We are brainwashed to think we have 
no land upon which to build but only 
about 10 per cent of the country is 
under concrete: 90 per cent of the UK 
land is available for farming and open 
space.

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Views are 
needed on 
tax support 
scheme 

RESIDENTS are being 
encouraged by Harlow Council 
to have their say on how the 
Local Council Tax Support 
(LCTS) scheme is funded. 

The scheme provides help to 
residents on low income with 
their council tax bill and 
provides support to 8,400 
households, 5,000 of these are 
working age. 

The LCTS scheme costs 
£6million pounds a year and 
continued reductions in 
Government funding may mean 
Harlow Council is forced to 
reduce the amount of support 
given.

At her grand departure tomor¬ 
row, the account manager will join 
28 other riders in Richmond, West 
London, and will ride to 
Brighton. 

On Saturday the peloton will 
ride to Newhaven and then take a 
ferry to Dieppe in northern 
France before the ride continues 
and heads into Rouen. They ride 
the final 83 miles to Paris on 
Sunday. 

After the group rolls into the 
finish slightly beyond the Eiffel 
Tower, Lauren will be greeted with 
a glass of champagne by Richard, 
her mother Lea, sister Abby and 
boyfriend Laurie Brown. 

Lauren said: “My dad has had 
diabetes for years now and I 
wanted to do something for him. I 
thought about doing a skydive but 
I chose to do this cycle ride. 

“There are 29 of us doing it but I 


have not met any of them before.” 

She continued: “I have started 
training this year and I have done 
hundreds of miles in training 
which has been tough. 

“On the last day we will have to 
ride 83 miles but my family will be 
going to see me at the Eiffel Tower 
and that will keep me going. 

“I am loving it and I will carry 
on with it afterwards.” 

Another motivator for Lauren 
will be the thought of making a 
difference to lives and she has 
already raised £2,530, to smash her 
own target of £2,000. This was 
helped by a coffee morning she 
held last week. 

“People at work have been gen¬ 
erous,” she said. 

“I am just very overwhelmed, 
I’m like a ball of emotion as I am 
really excited for it but also quite 
emotional.” 

Diabetes UK cares and cam¬ 
paigns for the 3.9 million people 
who have the condition nation¬ 
wide, with the number expected to 
rise in coming years. 

She added: “I have wanted to 
raise money for them for a long 
time, it’s something that’s really 
close to my heart.”

CAFE SOCIETY (12A, 96 mins) 

Writer-director Woody Allen might 
be heading towards his 81st 
birthday, but he shows no signs 
of slowing down with a steady 
output of one project per year. In 
Cafe Society, the filmmaker steps 
back in time to the rarefied glitz 
and glamour of 1930s Hollywood. 
Bobby Dorfman (Jesse 
Eisenberg) works for his jeweller 
father in New York City, but he is 
unfulfilled and wants a life of 
excitement and adventure to rival 
his brother Ben (Corey Stoll), who 
is a gangster. So Bobby heads 
from the east coast to the west to 
work as an underling for his uncle 
Phil (Steve Carell), who is a 
high-ranking talent agent in Los 
Angeles. In order to help his 
nephew settle in, Phil asks his 
beautiful secretary Veronica aka 
Vonnie (Kristen Stewart), to look 
after Bobby. 

Her kindness sparks an 
attraction for Bobby, but Vonnie 
politely rebuffs his advances 


because she already has a 
boyfriend. 

As the relationship deepens, 
Bobby learns the truth about 
Vonnie’s partner and he boldly 
issues an ultimatum that could 
send him scurrying back to New 
York City. 

SAUSAGE PARTY (15, 89 mins) 

You may never look at a basket of 
groceries the same way again 
after this foul-mouthed 
computer-animated comedy 
co-directed by Greg Tiernan and 
Conrad Vernon. 

At Shopwell’s supermarket, 
managed by Darren (voiced by 
Paul Rudd), the food and items 
that festoon the aisles begin each 
day with a rousing song, hoping 
they will be chosen by one of the 
customers and spirited to the 
“great beyond” outside of the 
sliding front doors. 

Among these hopefuls is a 
sex-crazed sausage called Frank 
(Seth Rogen), who is desperate 


to lose his virginity with his hot 
dog roll girlfriend Brenda (Kristen 
Wigg) by slipping between her 
soft and inviting bun halves. 

When a jar of unopened honey 
mustard (Danny McBride) is 
returned to Shopwell’s by a 
customer, Frank, Brenda and 
their perishable chums discover 
that the outside world isn’t the 
nirvana they always hoped. 

In the search for answers, 

Frank journeys to the alcohol 
aisle to seek counsel from 
Firewater (Bill Hader). 

Meanwhile, a lesbian taco 
called Teresa (Salma Hayek) 
makes lusty overtures to Brenda 
and a stunted sausage called 
Barry (Michael Cera) discovers 
first-hand the horrors that lurk 
beyond the checkout tills. 

MORGAN (15, 92 mins) 

In a top secret facility located far 
from prying eyes, a group of 
scientists led by Dr Simon Ziegler 
(Toby Jones) create a 


superhuman child called Morgan 
in the laboratory by tampering 
with the laws of nature. 

Their creation grows so quickly, 
she is talking and walking after 
just one month. 

As a young adult, Morgan

hird time’s no charm 
for director, writer and 
actor Noel Clarke as he 
concludes his streetwise 
London-set trilogy, 
which began 10 years ago with 
Kidulthood and continued 
forlornly two years later with 
Adulthood. 

The final chapter is 
self-indulgent and lacks 
dramatic momentum, with a 
sluggish running time that feels 
considerably longer than 105 
minutes. 

The youthful swagger and 
urgency of earlier pictures has 
completely evaporated from 
Brotherhood, which returns to

the unforgiving streets of the 
capital in the company of a 
beleaguered father, who is trying 
to break the cycle of violence 
that landed him in prison. 

Clarke’s penchant for spewing 
20 words of dialogue when five 
will suffice is still in evidence 
and at least one scene teeters on 


the brink of risibility for its 
tearful earnestness. 

The script gives pitifully short 
shrift to the female characters, 
who are two-dimensional and 
repeatedly objectified. 

Clarke relishes superfluous 
shots of sex workers strutting 
around naked or performing 
degrading acts. 

Were it not for a memorable 
supporting turn from Arnold 
Oceng and an amusing running 
gag about the desirability of a 
supermarket reward card, this 
would be an interminable slog 
from beginning to laughable end. 

Sam Peel (Clarke) has pieced 


his life back together following 
his spell behind bars with the 
help of his mother (Adjoa 
Andoh), lawyer girlfriend Kayla 
(Shanika Warren-Markland) and 
their two children. 

Ghosts of the past return to 
haunt the former jailbird when 
gun-toting thugs shoot his 
brother and leave behind a 
threatening message that reads 
WE’RE NOT DONE. 

It transpires that old 
adversary Uncle Curtis (Cornell 
John) and local gangland leader 
Daley (Jason Maza) are 
determined to lure Sam back to 
the dark side by threatening the 


safety of his loved ones. 

A femme fatale called Janette 
(Tonia Sotiropoulou) tests Sam’s 
loyalty, while Daley unleashes 
his underlings including the 
menacing Hugs (Leeshon 
Alexander) and whip-smart 
Poppy (Rosa Caduri). 

Faced with losing everything, 
Sam feels he has no choice but to 
revert to threats and 
intimidation to survive, and he 
calls upon wisecracking best 
friend Henry (Oceng) as his 
brother in dire straits. 

Brotherhood is one slice of 
gritty urban angst too far for 
Clarke. 


The leading man puts himself 
through an emotional wringer 
without once tugging our 
heartstrings. 

John’s supporting turn as the 
vengeance-seeking antagonist is 
one wide-eyed snarl short of 
thigh-slapping pantomime 
villain. 

Explosions of violence don’t 
always serve the ramshackle 
narrative and any pertinent 
moral conundrums about 
meeting force with greater force 
are lost amidst the navel-gazing 
and gratuitous nudity.

HEROES AT WAR: Captain America: Civil War 
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Healthy-eating hero and rising culinary star Natasha Corrett 
tells Gemma Dunn her food is all about the preparation 


I F you should ever have any 
doubts over the power of 
prep, speak to green-eating 
guru - and Honestly 
Healthy founder - Natasha 
Corrett. 

“By failing to prepare, you are 
preparing to fail,” she muses 
proudly. “It’s as simple as that. 
And I have the famous 
(Benjamin Franklin) quote at the 
front of my cookbook so its the 
first thing you see.” 

Discussing her latest title, 
Honestly Healthy In A Hurry, the 
33-year-old explains: “I wanted to 
create something that was 
method [based]. Working in 
kitchens, I realised that we do 
everything mise en place, so we 
prep and cook it all [in advance], 
and just pull the dish together at 
the last minute.” 

Extending the same approach 
to our day-to-day lives - putting 
in some prep and planning early 
- will help keep us on track with 
our healthy cooking, she says. 

“I know if I get home from 
work and I’m tired, I am going to 
order a takeaway. I’m exactly the 
same as everyone else, so unless 
I have that food in my fridge, I’m 


not going to do it. 

“Just put your favourite 
programme on and dance around 
your kitchen!” she adds. 

Here are some recipes from 
Corrett’s latest book to try now... 

Sweet Potato Falafels 

MAKES 16 
Ingredients 

340g roasted sweet potato (500g 
raw sweet potato, roasted whole) 

% clove garlic, grated 
Vitsp smoked paprika 
A pinch of Himalayan pink salt 
T/ 2 tsp sunflower oil 
20g coriander, roughly chopped 
25g quinoa flour 
polenta, for dusting 
For the yoghurt dip: 

180g goat’s milk or dairy-free 
yoghurt 

% clove garlic, grated 
Zest of 1 lemon 
lOg mint, chopped 
A pinch of Himalayan pink salt 


For the tomato salsa: 

180g baby tomatoes, sliced 
Itbsp olive oil 

A pinch of Himalayan pink salt 

Method 

First, roast the sweet potatoes 
(you can even do this in 
advance). Preheat the oven to 
180C/160C fan/gas mark 4. 
Drizzle the sweet potatoes with 
sunflower oil, add a sprinkle of 
salt, then roast in the oven for 
25-40 minutes until soft. Allow to 
cool. 

When ready to make the full dish, 
again, preheat the oven to 
180C/160C fan/gas mark 4. 

Scoop out the flesh of the cooled 
roasted sweet potato into a food 
processor. 

Grate the garlic into the 
processor and add the paprika, 
salt and sunflower oil and pulse 
until smooth. Add the coriander 
and pulse again. Stir in the 
quinoa flour. 

Divide the mixture into 16 equal 
pieces and roll into balls. It is a 
wet mixture, but don’t worry: roll 
them in the polenta and they will 
hold their shape perfectly. Bake 
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in the oven for 25 minutes until 
crisp on the outside. 

Combine the ingredients for the 
yoghurt dip and the tomato salsa 
in separate bowls. Serve the 
falafels with a mixed leaf salad 
and a gluten-free wrap, adding 
some dressing and salsa. 

Ten-Minute Turmeric 
Quinoa Risotto 

SERVES 2 
Ingredients 

y 2 white onion, diced 
2 cloves garlic, finely sliced 


5cm piece of fresh turmeric, 
grated, or Itbsp ground turmeric 
y 2 tsp fennel seeds 
Itbsp sunflower oil 
Itbsp vegetable bouillon powder 
180g cherry tomatoes, cut in half 
170g roasted sweet potato (250g 
raw sweet potato, peeled and 
roughly chopped) 

190g precooked quinoa (lOOg 
uncooked quinoa) 

A generous pinch of Himalayan 
pink salt 

A generous pinch of freshly 
ground black pepper 


30g hard goat’s cheese or 
Pecorino, grated, or 2tbsp 
nutritional yeast 
Juice and zest of y 2 lemon 

Method 

Put the onion, garlic, turmeric, 
fennel seeds and sunflower oil 
into a wide-bottomed frying pan 
and saute for two minutes until 
soft. The wider the pan, the 
quicker the risotto will cook. 

Add 250ml water and the 
vegetable bouillon powder and 
simmer for a minute before 
adding the tomatoes. 

Cover and continue to heat for a 
further four minutes until the 
tomatoes start to break down. 
Add the roasted sweet potato to 
the pan with a further 125ml 
water (you can follow the 
instructions in the previous recipe 
for roasting your sweet potatoes 
in advance, except that this time 
you’ll need to chop them too). 

Use the back of your spoon or 
spatula to break down any larger 
bits of tomato or sweet potato - 
watch out for splashes. You want 
to make sure that it’s really 
smooth and completely break 
down any lumps. Once it is a 
lovely thick mixture, add a final 
125ml water and the quinoa and 
stir through. 

Add the salt and pepper and 
leave on the heat for a further 
three minutes or until you get a 
thick, risotto-like texture. Stir 
through the grated cheese (or 
nutritional yeast), lemon zest and 
juice and serve nice and hot.

P ink Floyd may still 
be going strong after 
52 years but without 
the talents of 
keyboardist Rick 
Wright, who died from lung 
cancer in 2008 aged 65, some 
believe the band will never be 
the same. 

At the time of his death his 
fellow bandmates David 
Gilmour and Nick Mason paid 
tribute to his abilities, saying 
Wright’s keyboard playing 
“was the sound that knitted it 
all together”. 

But Wright was the least 
known of this global 
super-group, whose albums 
such as The Dark Side of the 
Moon and The Final Cut are 
still popular today. He was 
studious and quiet but was 
also the most accomplished 
musician of the group and 
contributed both his keyboard 
and arranging skills for 
several famous Pink Floyd 
tracks including Shine On You 
Crazy Diamond. 

Wright left the band in 1979, 
rejoining as a session 
musician in 1985 and then full 
time again in 1994, co-writing 
five songs for the album The 
Division Bell. 

During his later life, after 
his third marriage, Wright 
bought a house in France 
where he established a 
recording studio where, and at 
the time of his death, he was 
working on a new solo project. 

That house, in the Provencal 
village of Le Rouret 15 miles 
from Nice on the Cote d’Azur, 
is now for sale. It’s a 
five-bedroom former olive 
press with 1.3 acres of private 
gardens and grounds, a pool, 
garage for three cars and 
features heavy doors, large 




fireplaces and original stone 
work throughout.

“The house has welcomed 
many musical legends as 
guests over the years and it 
was a very special place for 
Wright and his family, a 
treasured haven with many 
happy memories and a place to 
escape the world,” says 
Hamish Hamilton of 
MJQ.co.uk, which is selling 
the property.

AFTER Gary Lineker’s former 
club Leicester City won the 
Premier League the 55-year-old 
fulfilled his promise to present 
the first Match of the Day of the 
new season in just his 
underpants. 

Critics of Lineker on Twitter 
wondered if the ‘undies’ he had 
promised to wear were in fact 
football shorts and that he only 
appeared in pants during the 
early minutes of the studio 
discussion, later donning more 
modest attire. 

Lineker enjoyed an illustrious 
career in football before he took 
to television. This included 
stints first at Leicester City then 
Everton, Barcelona and 
Tottenham Hotspur. 

Such a long and successful 
career also has its upsides, even 
if he has to flash his undies 
occasionally; Lineker lives in a 
substantial mansion in Barnes, 
south west London. But his taste 
for property was not always so 


upmarket.

HE new Ford Focus RS 
is not just a hot hatch - 
it is a four-wheel-drive 
345bhp monster that 
delivers supercar pace 
and power for family car money. 

It is a real bargain and drives 
right to the top of the hot hatch 
tree. 

Pound for pound few cars on 
the road can match it and it 
really is a supercar you can use 
every day. 

It looks great, sounds fabulous 
as well as being affordable and is 
almost as practical as any other 
Focus. 

It is well built and has bags of 
kit and its turbocharged engine 
packs huge punch and makes all 
the right noises. 

The only downside is that you 
will have so much fun it could do 
serious harm to your licence and 
fuel bill. 

This is the third Focus to sport 
the RS badge and it is powered 
by the same 2.3-litre EcoBoost 
engine that features in the 
company’s Mustang muscle car, 
but it has been tuned even 
further to deliver even more 
power. 


With 345bhp on tap the fastest 
ever RS model sprints to 62mph 
in just 4.7 seconds and thunders 
on to an impressive 165mph. 

And thanks to its clever 
four-wheel drive system you can 
keep it in a straight line. 

It looks mean from any angle 
and other motorists are instantly 
aware that the RS is no ordinary 
Focus. 

It stands out thanks to a huge 
grille with matt black surround, 
a front splitter, muscular and 
bulging wheel arches and a 
substantial tailgate spoiler that 
helps to keep it glued to the road. 

Large 19-inch alloy wheels and 
twin tailpipes help to create a 
rally car look but all the design 
features have purpose. 

The interior is also pretty 
impressive with body-hugging 
Recaro sports seats, a new 
flat-bottomed steering wheel, 
alloy pedals and the RS blue 
colour scheme. 

You also get an extra bank of 
gauges and Ford's SYNC 
connectivity system which 
provides access to audio, sat nav, 
climate control and mobile 
phones via voice control or the 
eight-inch colour touchscreen 
and the Sony 10-speaker sound 
system. 


Wedged into the Recaro seats 
you can then select from a 
number of drive modes. These 
include Normal and Sport as 
well as Track and Drift which 
are designed to turn the fun up 
another notch. 


If on the other hand you are 
not in the mood, the RS will cope 
with everyday motoring. Yes the 
ride is firm but it is not harsh 
enough to make you wish you 
had settled for a lesser Focus. 

The RS will always attract 


attention because of its macho 
looks and distinctive soundtrack 
but it is happy enough to go 
about its business within the 
speed limits. 

But when you do decide to 
have some fun it is magnificent. 


Choose your drive mode and 
then make full use of the slick 
six-speed manual gearbox to 
push it to your limit. 

If you really want a quick 
getaway, there is a launch 
control button to help you 
manage it. You would need to be 
on a track day to fully appreciate 
all of the driving modes and that 
is where you will need to go if 
you really want to play hard 
safely. 

Otherwise you will just have to 
enjoy the fantastic performance, 
steering and braking as best you 
can on normal roads. 

If you behave yourself you still 
won't get near the claimed 
36.7mpg figure but I averaged 
just under 28mpg which is not 
bad for a car of this substance. 

Costing from £31,000 the RS is 
magnificent value for money and 
has no serious rivals at that 
price. You can add a luxury pack 
for another £1,000 and most 
buyers will opt to include it as 
well as the stunning Nitrous 
Blue colour scheme. 

This is the best RS yet and you 
would have to spend 
considerably more cash to find a 
worthy alternative.

North side Romford on Saturday 
in the first qualifying round and 
he knows they could be on the 
other side of an upset after last 
year’s run. 

The Hawks beat Southend 
Manor, Bedford Town, St Ives 
Town and National League South 
side Bath City in a replay to get 
within one game of the first round 
proper, before losing to Essex 
rivals and National League play¬ 
off semi-finalists Braintree 
Town. 

Chapman said the cup is once 
again a priority for his side, but 
after promotion to the Ryman 
Premier and their cup exploits 
last season he is well aware they 
could be on the end of similar 
upsets if they don’t prepare prop¬ 
erly for the Romford game (Sat¬ 
urday, 3pm KO). 

“We’ll approach the game the 
same as we would for any league 


game,” explained Chapman. 

“Last year we did really well in 
the cup as a Ryman North club 
and we beat teams from above. 

“We’ve got to be aware that now 
we are a scalp for other clubs, 
they’re in the same position as we 
were last year and will want to 
beat us.” 

Romford haven’t lost to Harlow 
for more than two years but that 
means Chapman knows what to 
expect from Paul Martin’s side. 

“They’ll be a very, very hard¬ 
working side like Paul’s always 
are,” he added. 

Approach 

“We know they’ll be well organ¬ 
ised and tough to break down but 
we have to approach the game 
right. 

“My boys will take it as ser¬ 
iously as they do a league game 
because the FA Cup is always a 
priority for us. 

“But that’s the case for every 
non-league club really, the prize 
funds are very good and it can 
bring in some much needed 
money. 

“As last year proved anything 
can happen, smaller teams get to 
the first round proper every 


year.” 

Last year’s victory away at Bath 
was a monumental moment for 
the club but they couldn’t get past 
the ten men of Braintree in the 
fourth qualifying round. 

Romford are yet to win in the 
league this year whilst Harlow 
picked up four points from two 
games over the Bank Holiday 
weekend, but form is so often 
irrelevant in cup games. 

Chapman knows what is expec¬ 
ted of his squad after last season’s 
heroics and is determined to 
make sure his side take all oppos¬ 
ition seriously, no matter what 
level they ply their trade. 

The Hawks drew one and won 
one over the weekend, however 
Chapman insists they could have 
taken all six. 

He said: “We had a good week¬ 
end, which we’re pleased with. 

“We did well on Saturday to 
pick up three points and really we 
feel that we were unlucky not to 
get six points from six. 

“On the whole we dictated 
Monday’s game and definitely 
deserved more. 

“I’m delighted to take four 
points from the weekend and kick 
start the season to an extent.”
